Iiow They Talk of It. 

Tho provision of the new lease act as ag reed 
to by the committee to advertise for bids upon 
“the road bed aud tracks in the present con- 
dition of the road, barring the natural wear 
and tear during the remainder of tho existing 
lease, and the roiling stock, which according 
to an inventory in the ottice of the secretary of 
state was delivered to the present lessees in 
1S71,’’ is being freely discussed by members 
and people generally. 

It is looked upon by many asa potent fac- 
tor in determining the value of the new lease, 
to bid fora road without rolling stock would 
compell bidders for the new lease in making 
their ids to take into consideration 
the large  ecash expenditt ira which they 
must at once make for the proper equipment 
of tue road. 

A prominent and intelligent citizen, refer- 
inzgtothis subiect, “The — fullv 
equipped and atits bestis noi worth the min- 
imum price of $45,000 per month, et with- 
out equipment it won’t bring twenty-five 
thousand, and perhaps not as much as twenty 
thousand per month.’’

vers of the general assembly said:

The present sees Can- 
not, in law or equicy, be compeliei ya deliver 
the property in any betier condition than it 
was delivered to them and the agreement of 
the state to deliver the road and track to the 
new lessees in its present condition, barring 
natural wear and tear, will be jumping out of 
the f wer fe g pan gue »the fire, and may involve 
the state in an xpenditare at the end of the 
present lease to put it back in its present con- 
dition an hundred fo id greater than is claimed 
by the present lessecs. 

Another sai id: ‘“T wouldn’t be surprised if 
the present lessees were he! ping Flo tangle this 
matter. True,thoy pretend to\want 2 peaceable 
setticment, but it looks to meas though this 
is only aruse, and that they want a law-suit— 
perhaps in Tennessee—where they will lay 
claim to an immense sum for betterments and 
have some hope of being eble tocontinue shelr 
hold on the property while the suit is pend 
To my mind it looks as though we were fixing 
to make a mess of it.

It is clear that a large number of the more 
thoughtful members, ar that the question 1s 
up, are beginning to refiect and to give the 

matter the careful ‘ana ration which it 
merits. A few may ri “main indifferent or 
stinate but the thinking men of the geueral 
assembly see serious « complications in Way 
and at the proper time wiil devise ways to re- 
move them. Theaction of the. commiitee is 
not regarded as a finality bnt as a 
ment to bring the 4a question 
discussion and an interchange of views. 
One sentiment scems to be quite universal and 
that is that no conditions or entangleinents 
should be allowed to exist which may involve 
the preperty in litigation and prevent the state 
from realizing the highest ble price for 
the lease. 

Several features of the lease act were dis- 
cussed yesterday after the bill was reported. 
It met some criticisin in many of its features 
and some approval— but not more criticism or 
approval than-.a bill of this importance will 
eall for.

The Milk in the Cocoanut. 

We have been surprised since the intro- 
duction of the Olive bill that no one ever 
discovered the danger of railroad combina- 
tion in Georgia until it was set forth in this 
measure. 

For years there has been, not only in 
Georgia, but all over the United States, 
and in fact allover the world, a strong ten-. 
dency to consolidate short lines and make 
grand trunk lines. This spirit of consoli- 
dation made state and interstate railroad 
commissions possible—in fact, made them a 
necessity. 

In this state railroads have been, andare 
now, hauling freight and passengers from 
twenty-five to fifty per cent cheaper than 
was the case before there was any consolida- 
tion. The time from different points has 
been shortened from iifty to one hundred 
percent. In Georgia our sea ports have 
been increasing their receipts from fifty to 
one hundred per cent per year; land has 
been greatly enhanced in value; population 
has been increased; and everything has been 
getting along better, so far as the railroads 
are concerned, than before any consolida- 
tions were made here. Newlines have been 
surveyed and built to compete with the con- 
soiidated lines, and almost every county in 
the state that lacked transportation facili- 
ties is now discussing a new railroad. 

But all atonce railroad consolidations 
were found to be greatly Injurious to the 
people. and like all injurious things they 
were found to be unconstitutional. Just 
why this was never discovered before by 
the many able men who have represented 
Georgia since the constitutional convention 
of 1877 we are somewhat at a loss to under- 
stand. 

Still, we think that we understand it to 
call the careful atten- 
tion of the reader to a communication 
printed inthe Norfolk, Va., Landmark, of 
July 11th, reproduced in full in another 
column. It will be seen from this article 
that while cur railroads in Georgia have 
been combining together, the railroads in 
other states have also been combining. It 
is their right, and we have not one word to 
But i¢ seems that some of 
these combinations desire to strengthen 
their systems by tapping our state. Weare 
glad to welcome them, and we invite every 
system in the United States to do the same 
thing. 

But we do not wish to see advantages to 
portsin other states denied by ‘‘amtago- 
nistic legislation’? in Georgia to systems of 
roads that are building up our state ports, 
nor do we wish to pull down a strong sys- 
tem in our state to build up systems east 
and west of us that we can neverregulate or 
handle. We have not one word to say 
against Norfolk. Itisa fine harbor, and it 
is rapidly increasing in business, but so are 
Savannah and Brunswick. It is the duty of 
all our people to aid our ports, and give fa- 
cilities for the transportation of every 
pound of freight that can be carried to 
them. Whether this ‘‘antagonistic legisla- 
tion’’ was intended to bring about the result 
ect forth in the communication we do not 
know, but that it isthe natural result which 
will follow we haveno doubt. 

If the legislature, or any power, destroys 
our system in Georgia {it will result in build- 
ing up rival systems cast and west of us. 
These rivals will carry freight and passen- 
gers that belong-to Georgia and Georgia 
ports to ports in cther states. It is in ou 
smasculate our roads, but it will 
building up strong systems

“The Basic Steel Process in the South. 

Jacob Reese, the inventor of the basie 
steel] process, announces inthe bulletin of 
the American Iron and Steel association 
that the litigation which has prevented the 
introduction of the basic steel process in 
the United States is at an end. He has 
assigned the basic patents to the Bessemer 
Steel company,:limited. 

Tlis process has been quite snecessful in 
Europe, and has been largely adopted, the 
production of basic steel there having 
amounted to nearly two million tons in 
i8ss, aconsiderable portion of which was 
exported to this country. 

Mr. Reese says that basic steel is in great 
demand for tin plates, thin sheets for stamp- | 
ing into trays and domestic utensils, such 
as “enameled and nickel-plated ware, and 
for wire-drawing and drop-forgings, because 
it is softer and more ductile than the less 
pure steels made inthe presence of dirty 
slags. It is also used largely for wire nails, 
boiler plates and rivets because of its homo- 
geneousness and toughness. 

The inventor thinks that the acid or 
Bessemer process has seen its largest de- 
velopment in this country, and that the 
future increase of steel production will be 
largely if not entirely due to the develop- 
ment of the basic process, because by it use 
a purer and better metal may be made. It 
is his opinion, also, that the greatest deval- 
opment of the basic process wil] be in Ala- 


| bama, Virginia, Tennessee, West Virginia’ 
Kentucky, North Carolina and Georgia. 
Mr. Reese believes that steel ship building 
will be an important industry in the south 
within a few years, as all the material 
needed for the construction of steel-bot- 
tomed ships can be delivered to a ship yard 
at Pensacola, Florida, cheaper than euch 
material can be bought at any point on the 
Delaware river.

Stand by the Soldiers and Their Widows. 

By all means the legislature should accept 
the recommendation of Governor Gordon 
and amend the pension laws of the state, so 
as to include every soldier of the state who 
is maimed or helpless, and the widows and 
orphans of dead soldiers to the utmost limit 
of safety and prudence. 

There is no obligation so sacred with 
which the state has to deal as the obligation 
to give help to the widows and orphans of 
soldiers who lost their lives in the state’s 
service, or who were maimed or made help- 
less fighting under our flag. There is noth- 
ing on which public opinion is so undivided 
as the determination to exhaust every avail- 
able resource in providing for these people. 
The legislature will honor itself and meet 
the wishes of the people and discharge a 
sacred obligation when they enlarge the 
pension as far as the state finances will per- 
mit, and when they pass a billto amend the 
constitution so that the widowsand orphans 
of the dead soldiers may be admitted to the 
privileges and protection of of the pension list.

The overwhelming prohibition defeat in 
Pennsylvania is still under discussion, 

Some of the extreme prohibitionists claim 
that the resuit in Penns sylyat iia shows thata 
third party is necessary—that it will not do 
to trust cither of the existing parties. They 
believe that prohibition demnoouah nd re- 
publicans wiil now cut loose from their or- 
ganizations, and organize to win ona third 
party piatforin. 

There are other prohibitionists, however, 
who are inclined to give up the fight. They 
say that the recent elections inake it plain 
that prohibition has run its course, and is 
now a diminishing idea. 

In refreshing contrast to these two opin- 
ions is the view of that stalwart temperance 
reformer, Francis Murphy. Mr. Murphy 
has done more for the cause of genuine 
temperance than all the prohibitionists com- 
bined, and is entitled to be heard. He re- 
joices over the vote in Pennsylvania, and 
says that prohibition is VPariseeism, fraud 
and hypocrisy. He further says: ‘‘Statu- 
tory laws do not stop the sale of whisky, 
and the best thing that can be done is to 
regulate and mitigate the evil in a legiti- 
mate way. The death knell of prohibition 
is sounded, but we are going forward in 
stead cf backward, and these great victories 
against prohibition are temperance victories. 
lHiigh license and restrictive measures wil 
promota the cause of temperance, and the 
people are sensible enough to sce it.”’ 

These are strong words, and they will be 
held too strong by many good people who 
are fighting the liquorevil. But Mr. Murphy 
evidently has public opinion on_ his side. 
He has been so successful in his work of re- 
form that there is agrowing disposition to 
believe in moral suasion supported by re- 
strictive lawe. 

At is useless to talk about a third party. 
Itisunmanly to give up all temperance 
work and declare that the country is going 
to the dogs just beeause several states have 
pronounced against prohibition. The thing 
to do is to go to work in amore reasonable 

vay to mouid.a strong public opinien. in 
last of temperance, and secure such re- 
strictiye legislation as will not vex and op- 
press good citizens. On this line the tem- 
perance people of the country will in future 
fight their battles, and they will win.

TALKING CARNIVAL. 


THE GREAT HOLIDAYS NEAT OC- 
TOBER. 


The Brilliant Pazeant Which Will Usher In the 
Piedmont Exposition—Talks With People 
About Carnivals 


The executive committee of the exposition 
held quite an interesting meetiug yesterday 
afternoon at the Traders bank, and heard 


} an outline of the principal features and nec - 


cessary work for a great carnival. 

Theo committee will meet again today and 
definitely decide on the carnival. 

The carnival feature, now fast developing 
into a beautiful and glittering fact, will be a 
novel and most attractive event of the exposi- 
tion, not only to strangers at great dis- 
tances from Atlanta, but to her own Citi- 
zens equally. The echo of the yearly carni- 
vals of New Orleans and Mobile, which are 
held at mardi gras, has penetrated every part 
of the country and induced curiosity and in- 
terest greater than any other event that is 
strictly southern. A vast majority of the peo- 
ple who havo had their curiosity piqued by re- 
current description, are beyond the range of 
travel to the creole cities, and the cost of the 
visit alone has deterred them. Recognizing 
this fact quickly, several live cities 
beyond the gulf range have profited 
largely by it, and St. Louis, Cincinnati, Bal- 
timore and even staid old Albany , N. Y., have 
drawn thousands on thousands of strangers, 
who would never have entered their gates 
otherwise, by imitations of the real Creoie 
carnival. Indeed, in some instan ces, this Las 
been a simple re product ion of second-hand pa- 
geantry, ill suited to the clime and tasto of its 
transplantation. Yet it has never failed to 
draw as nothing else has drawn. 

Mr. DeLeon stated yesterd: ,in reply to a 
question of the executive cominittee, that there 
were 222,000 strangers oflicially reported by the 
railroads during the three days of the first Bal- 
timore “Orlole,’’ which hejdesigned and car- 
ried out. When he went to Albany, he said. 
no such crowds were expected, and even the 
most sanguine of the committee were 
astounded when the D. and H. railroad com-

It 
would seem that, properly advertised, a carni- 
val would draw ‘crowds, limited only by the 
capacity of the city to hold them, or of the 
railroads to carry them. 

And it must be understood, too, that in this 
instance there will be no second-hand repeti- 
tion and no borrowing of finery. Atlanta’s 
carnival will be made for Atlanta, to 
fit the sympathies of her people § and 
suggesting the most direct and practical 
episodes of her history. Thus the quarter 
millionof eyes that delight in the brilliance 
and glitter of the pageant, as such, will behold 
something beside which is directly appealing 
their sympathies und will be portable remi- 
niscence for carrying home and storing in 
their memories.
